Medical Journal publishes an su 
thoritative account .of the last Ill- 
noas of Queen Victoria. it says tho 
Queen's health for a year hax been 
failing, with symptoms nudinly of a 
dyspeptic kind, accompanied by im- 
paired nutrition and puriuds of in- 
somnia. Later there were slight 
transitory attacks of ephasia. In 
the general arterial system there 
were remarkably few signs of age. 

After alluding to the aymptoms of 
somnolence, increasing the cerebral 
exhaustion which Her Majesty's 
strong Will enabled her to hide from 
momentary visitors. ‘The Medical 
Journal confirm the Associated Press 
{information that on Thursday her 
mental confusion more marked, 
and a-alight fluttering was observed 
in the right side of her face. 

Theneeforward aphasia and facial 
paralysis were permanent. Jt is im- 
portant to note, The Medical Jour- 
nal adds, that notwithstanding the 
great bodily weakness and cerebral 
exhaustion, the heart's action was 
steadily maintaincd to the last.. The
